IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 



Couditiou of tho Uneniployeil— Brit 
aln's Naval Strengfth Will Be 
Kept at Standard. 

Annenlang Imprisoned iu Turkey- 
No Warships to Be Seut to 
; Destroy Derelicts. 



London, Nov. — In tho House ot Com- 
mons to-day Right Hon. Henry Fowler, 
secretary of the Local Government Board, 
said he declined to authorizs boards of 

guardians to provide work for the unem- 
ployed. Mr. James Keir Hardio moved tho 
acljourmnent of tho Hoiiao with a view to 
disouasing the condition of the unemployed. 
The motion was rejected by a vote of 412 to 
44. Mr. Hardio remarked that he hoped 
tho unemployed would take matters into 
tlioir own hands. 

In reply to a ([ucation propounded by 
Licut.-Oeueral Sir Ucorfjo Chcaney, Con- 
eervativo member for O.'cford, Mr. Glad- 
stone said that tlioro wua no reason to fear 
that tho naval atron(,'ili of the country 
would not be kept at the proper staudurd. 

Rt. Hon. iJolui Morley, Secretary for Ire- 
land, had to-day recovered sufficiently from 
hia recent indisposition to allow of his re- 
appearance in the House. Hia illness, how 
ever, had left ita mark upon him and lie 
looked shaken. 

Mr. Wm. Johnson, Conservative member 
for South Belfast, asked if the Government 
know that two thouaand Armenians were 
conflned in Turkish prisons. 

Sir ICdward Grey, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary of the Foreign office, said in reply that 
tho Government did not know the number 
of Armenians in confinement in Turkey. 
Ho added that without strong evidence us 
to tho innocence of tho prisoners it would 
be impossible for him to interfere in their 
behalf. 

In response to a question on tho sabject, 
Mr. Gladstone said that the Government 
bad BO present intention of providing a 
residence in Ireland for the Duke of York. 

The .matter of dereliot vessels that has 
several itimes been brouebt up iu the House, 
evoked another question to-day. Sir U. 
Kay S'nuttloworth, Secretary to the Admir- 
alty, In reply, stated that the Government 
did not intend to send a warship to destroy 
tho abandoned vesaels floating around in 
the oreun. No record, ho added, of a ahip 
striking a derelict could bo found by the 
Admiralty. 

Mr. Michael MoCartan retorted, " maybo 
because none was left to tell the tale ! " 



SPAIN AND THE EIPFIANS. 

The Natives A^k for an Indefinite Trace so 
That They Kny Gommiulcate 
1 AVlth Fez. 

London, Nov. 24. — The Madrid corres- 
pondent of the Central News telegraphs : 
'Muley Araaf appealed to General Macia to 
grant an indefinite truce, that a courier 
might have time to carry the news of the 
Spanish terms to Fez, and that meantime 
Melilla should be opened to native trade. 
General Maoia refused to entertain the pro- 
posala. Ho declared that unless Spain's 
terms were accepted ho would r'lanmo shell- 
ing tho Riff positions. ISevertheloBs, ho 
eventually said ho would submit Muley'a 
request to the Spanish Government and 
await its reply before re-opening fire.

Explosives Discovered Near the Lehigh Valley 
Track at Rochester. 

RociiESTEU, N. Y., Nov. 24. — A young 
man named Frank MoLiughlin, who lives 
at No. 270 Kxchauge atrcet, CiUed at police 
headquarters and handed to Chief Hayden a 
package of tive etioka of dynamite, which ho 
stated ho found near tho Lehigh Valley 
tracks at Wood avenue bridge. At the 
point wiiero the package waa found there ia 
u small tool lionao '\\ few feet from tho 
tracks. Tho sticks are about eight inches 
loug and one inch iu diameter. 'i'hey were 
tied together and wrapped in a piece of 
newspaper.

Ross, M.P., and sworn 
to before Colonel Peebles. Tho alleged 
libel complained of la the whole of an article 
published in the Tribune of yesterday with 
the lieadlinoa : "Tho Grossest Corruption." 
"Read tho letters addressed to A. W. Ross, 
M.B, , from Small, of Toronto," and "Mis- 
taken Confldenoe," which "without legal 
justification or excuse is likely to injure tho 
reputation of Artliur Wellington Ross by 
exposing him to hatred, contempt and ridi- 
cule, and is designed to inpnlt said Arthur 
Wellington^ioss. " Tlio preliminary hear- 
ing came up at the Folico court to-duy, but 
the trial was postponed till Thuraduy next, 
and Riohardeon was released on §500 b.»il. 
Tho Tribune to uiijht niiys itaoditorcaiinotbo 
scared byJA. ^V. Ross's action, and publishes 
full size photo f^iicaimiloB of letters found on 
(/han;berliiiu. After the Kichardaon case at 
the Polico enurt, the charge against Cliam- 
berloin alias Johu Ayer, of Toronto, was 
brought before tho niapiutrate. Ho waa 
charged with personating Mulhew IjOggatt, 
o( Hiimilton. Chamberlain asked for a ro- 
nmnd and tho cise was enlarged till Monday 
next. 

R. L. Richardson, was again arrested to- 
night on a second charge of criminal libel 
on a warrant issued at the instance of A. W. 
rtosa, M.P. Tho charge is of repeating the 
alleged libel of Thursday in publishing let- 
ters said to be found on the person of 
Chamberlain. 



EMPLOYERS' LIABILITY. 

)Vorkln(;nien 'Wnlt on hord Salisbury to In- 
troduce a Clause to Periiilt Con- 
tractlnK Out. 

London, Nov, 24.— Delegates represent- 
ing one hundred thousand workmen waited 
on Lord Salisbury to-day and urged that he 

should introduce in the House of Lords a 
clause to bo added to the Employers' 
Liability bill permitting contracting out. 
(Tho bill passed its third reading in the 
lIouBO of Commons last night, without a 
division.) Lord Salisbury informed the 
deputation that the (lovernment made a 
general mistake in refusing to concede such 
a clause as the one the workingmen de- 
manded. The bill was sure to create ill- 
feeling between masters and men. He pro- 
mised to giv^i favorable consideration to the 

Eiroposal that a clause be inserted when the 
ill reaches ^be House of Lords.

"THIEF! THIEF!!" 

Highly Flattering Compliments Passed 
In the Italinu Chamber 
of Deputies. 



Excitement Very High— The House 
Proioffued, Being Utterly 
Uncontrollable. 



Ro.ME, Nov. 24.— Tho Chamber of Depu- 
tiea waa well crowded when tho session op- 
ened to-day, interest having reached a high 
point in consequenoe of the resignation of 
the ministry. Sipinor Zanardelli, who, until 
the new president is elected, is presiding 
officer, was in tho chair. Siguor Felice Ga- 
valotti, Radical, declared that members of 
the extreme left wished yesterday to pass u 
vote of censure ogainat the government be- 
cause the cabinet bad no right to evade 
judgment in resigning. After a lively ex- 
change of words between Pre'iideut Zinar- 
di'lU and Signer Uavalotti upon tho causea 
of yeaterday'a disorder in the chamber. Sig- 
ner Giolitti arose and enid he must make a 
special declar.ition. 

"I and my colleagues, he said, "wish to 
reaume our places among tho deputies in 
order to defend ourselves against our assail- 
ants; then we will bo ready to have our 
resignations ' aa ministers accepted by the 
King." ' 

Signer GioHtti spoke amid a tumult of 
interruptions and insulting epithets. Ad- 
dressing Signor Imbriana, Radical mem- 
ber, ho said : " Your language suits you, 
your insults do not soil the points of my 
boots." In a moment the chamber was 
in an uproar, tho members acting like 
itiadmon. Kxcitoment waa intensified by 
tho action of tho extremists, who, rising 
in their aoats, waved tlieir hands in tho 
air, and with closed fiats threatened Sig- 
nor Gioliiti with phyaicil violence. The 
public gallcrioa were jsmmeJ, and the 
people in thnni v/ero as excited aa the mem- 
bers on the floor of tho Houao. Sonio men 
leant far over the rail, uhaking tlieir liata at- 
Signor Giolitti and erind " Thief, thief ! " 
'I'ho cry wa.s taken up by those in the rear, 
and a perfect etorm of opprobrious opitliets 
poured on the heiids of tho ministers. While 
all this ujiroar waa going on Giolitti, jiale 
and trembling, stood surrounded by a circle 
of frienda, who, it was evident, feared tho 
excited extremists would try to carry their- 
threata of violonco against him into elTeot, 
All tho time he carried on with hia friends 
a conversation v,'bich nua inaudible to 
everybody save those in the circle. There 
being seemingly nc c'- 'u.-.- of the restoration 
of order, IVf tiid. uti Z .uuiUelll declared the 
Hou e'ptorrgutd. ' ' " ■ '

SHOOTING ACCIDENT. 



A Young Bear Hnnter Loses His Life 
By the Discharge of 
a Gnn. 



Important Beeommendatioa Of a Cor- 
oner's Jnry Begarding 
Sale of Liquor: 



Nanaimo. Nov. 24.— {Special)— Word has 
jnat reached town of a terrible accident at 
Englishman's river this afternoon by which 
a young carpenter named James Kinnard 
lost hia life. Shortly after noon, one Plum- 
ner, a rancher, living near the Bnglisbman'a 
river bridge, noticed fresh tracks of bear in 
the white sand of the river and called Mills 
and Kinnard, two carpenters working on 
a new building near by to join in the hunt. 
Both came atonco, and the three started off to 
follow up the traoka. After going sonr.e dis- 
tance they found that the tracks stopped at 
a largo hole at the foot of a tree, Witb 
thoir axes they cut down a lot of brush and 
filled up the hole. They then proceeded to 
chop down the tree. Kinnard climbed up 
on u fallen log at one side of the tree, leav- 
ing his rifle standing upright against it. 
After chopping one side he chfcnged his po- 
sition, and in so doing he lifted up 
his rifio by tho muzzle, pulling it 
towards him. The trigger caught on a 
twig, tho riflo went ofl", and tho bullet 
struck the unfortunate man in tho cheek, 
coming out at the top of hia head. He fell 
off the log dead, instantly, never uttering a 
sound. The body was conveyed to the 
nearest house. As far aa known Kinnard 
has no friends In this part of the country. 
He la believed to be a single man. 

In the coroner's inquest this afternoon aa

Tho Big 
Bowlder ia being broken up and sent to 
San Francisco. This chunk, estimated to 
weigh over 100 tons and valued at between 
§17,000 and SIS, 000, stood solid and clean 
on tho hillsido, probably tho largest and 
most valuable nugget in tho world. 

From the mouth of the Salmon river and 
about 35 miles from Grangevillo the loca- 
tions are 14 in number, most of them maUc 
by a man by the name of Gardner, holding 
powers of attorney from George Harris. 

With the exception of a few short pieces, 
the grading on the railway is completed 
from Nakttsp to the head of Slooan lake, 
and the middle of January is set as the date 
for the oompletion of the grading on the re- 
maining portion from Slooan lake to Three 
L^orkB.

NELSON & FOilT SliEPPARD R. R. 

The (ioverniucnt Notllled of Its C'oniplotlon— 
Sorvleo to Uegin Deeciuber 1 Next. 

Major C. T. Dupont, president of tho Nel- 
son iV Fort Sheppard Railway, has notitied 
tho I'rovitieial Guvernmcnt that that road ia 
completed uud is now ready for inapection ; 
also that service will beuin on December 1 . 
.Major Dupont has just returned from 
Spokane and an inspection of the line. Tho 
road has been made a first class work 
under more than otdinary dilliculties. Tho 
lateness of tho spring and tho early setting 
in of winter aoriously retarded tho work 
and made it more costly. Tho terrible 
financial depression in the States rendered 
it dillicult also to negotiate tho bonds of the 
lino. Notwithstanding' all these drawbacks, 
Mr. Corbin baa built a magnificent road of 
some sixty miles in length, and has carried 
out his contract to the letter. The bridge 
over tho Pend d'Oreillo is a ateel cantlilever, 
tho central span of which is 2.')0 feel in length. 
The balance of the work is ecjually good. 

Major Dupont says the line is completed 
to the height on the outskirts of Nelson and 
to Five-Mile Point on the Arm. It will bo 
built along tho beach to a connection with 
tho CP. R. lino in tho spring. Tho road 
will be operated from December 1, and it 
will bo possible to leave Spokane at 7 
in tho morning and reach Ivaslo at the 
same hour in the evening. This will bo a 
boon to tho Kootenay lake people, and will 
enable them to travel and send and receive 
freight quickly and cheaply during tho 
whole of the winter. Major Dupont claims 
that the company have curried out their 
contract with tho Province in every respect, 
and this, too, in tho face of what many be- 
lieved in this year of depression to be insur- 
mountable obataclea.

HAWAII'S CRISIS. 

Minister Willis Ki^cBivcs Visits From 
.,; ,.,,;the Amci'ieiui Leiiffiie and 
the (^ncon. 

Admiral Skerrett Recalled Because 
fie Atteaded an Aunexa- 
tioniittfiaU. 



San FRANdrsco, Nov, 24.— Advices from 

IIouolulu, dulud 10th iuat., uuy timt thu 
mttin chang.; in tho political situution in 
Honolulu ainco tho Auatrnlia sailed hua 
been one of increaaed atruiu und greiiter 
bnainess depression. Sinca hia formal call 
to present his credentials, Minister Willis 
haa not oommunioated officially with tho 
Govornment. Tho moat significant happen- 
ing which has taken place occurred when 
tho coniniitteo of tho American league. t\ 
newly orgunizad auxiliary of the Anuexa- 
'tlon olub, called on tho now minister. 
After •welcoming Mr. Willis, tho coiiimitteo 
stated : "The members of tho league earn- 
estly desire that the Hawaiian islands 
should be part of the United States, and 
with that object in view the organizitiou 
will support the present Provisional Gov- 
ernment of Hawaii and in all honorable 
ways aid in accomplishing annexation." 
The address also contained an offer of 
aid, if ftt any time the minister saw fit to 
command them. Minister ^'illis' answer 
has not leaked out here,. as the committee is 
pledged to eecrccy, but it is learned after 
diligont inquiry und careful comparison of 
tho version of thy ministor'o remarkfi, M ro- 
nienibireJ by tin t o rnenihers of tho commit- 
tee, to give tho following nearly, if not 
quite, verbatim report ot tho reply. After 
welcoming the oonimitteo and spealiing in 
pleasant terms of his visit to Hawaii, iNlinia- 
ter Willis said : 

"1 am an ardent American. I would like 
to see the stars and stripes waving, not only 
over Hawaii, but all over all the islands of 
ihe Pacific, or any other territory which 
would be beneficial to tho United States. 1 
have my instructions, which I cannot 
divulge, you will understand; but 
this much I can say, that the policy 
of tho United States is already formulated 
regarding these islands, and that nothing 
which can be said or done, either hero or 
there, can avaii anythine now. I do not 
oome here, as did Mr. Blount. I como a& 
»n executive oiiioer. 'I oome to act. When 
the proper time arrivsa I ahall act. I am 
aorry I cannot tell you when or liow. I wish 
yon to understand, however, that knowing 
the policy of the United States, I oonld not 
have accepted the poaition of an executive 
ofiScer had it been in conQict with the prin- 
oiplea I hold. Americans here will have 
nothing to regret. While performing niy 
duty in carrying out tho United States 
policy, I shall not have need of aid from 
you or other resident Americans. However, 
I wish to state positively that any outaide 
influence will not be tolerated by the United 
States." 

The Provisional Government considers 
Minister Willis' remarks significant, and 
from other information obtained it is tho 
general belief among Americans that a 
United States protectorate will shortly be 
established over the Provisional Govern- 
ment, with tho understanding that a stable 
form of Government be organized thereunder 
within a limited period. Sumo are of the 
opinion that action will bo taken between 
the sailing of tho Alameda to day and the 
arrival of the Monawai on tho 23d. This 
opinion has been expressed on board tho U. 
S. steamer Philadelphia within the last few 
days. Minister Willis' delay in action, 
coupled with his refasal to divulge or even 
bint at officially what the policy of tho 
United States is to be has oauaed the political 
strain to become very great on both sidef. 
As a oonaiquenoe ramora are as thick aa 
bees in spring. 

Xfae Qovemment, in consequence, has 
been on the lookout for the past few days 
for a threatened attempt of the Royalists to 
seize thn executive building, uodei the 
theory that if they could hold it an hour the 
United States would support them as an 
existing government. Some of the leudini; 
Royalists deny that any such attempt has 
been contemplated. Others remained silent 
when questioned. In constquenco of thu 
strained conditions of afliirs un extra guard 
of sharp-thootera was stationed ia the execu- 
tive building' Iuat niglit, und will bo con- 
tinued there with tho regular troops until 
tho matter is aetlled one way or the other. 
As a further precaution the Government 
issued thirty rounds of extra ammunition 
to each member of the citizens' reserve 
guard between daik and 1- o'clock last 
night. Two cabinet ineetinyn were held 
yesterday to consider tho ■ ituation. At the 
first were present, bet-iiea the cabinet, 
several members of the advisory council, 
together with Col. J. H Soper, of the mili- 
tary, and Marshal Hitchcock, of the police 
department. 

At 11 o'clock this morning (November IG) 
President Dole paid a v 'mic to the United 
States Bteamship Philud> Ifihia and was re- 
ceived with a national bntutu of twenty-ouo 
guns. At 11:30 he returned and was ac- 
corded the usual salute. Last Monday 
morning the ex-Queen somewhat nnexpect- 
edly called upon Minister Willia at the 
United Statea legation. She was accom- 
panied by her farmer chamberlain. She 
remained at the legation about twenty 
minutes. Minister Willia baa not returned 
the call. Tho ex Qubeu's action has created 
much unfavorable comment. It surprised 
the royaliatH as well as the annexationists.

His last words 
wero that any trouble precipitated on 
either sido would be stopped at once by the 
United States forces. 

When his attentioli waa called to a dia. 
patch saying the ex-Queen would be re. 
stored he declined to expreaa an opinion.

At the last moment tho Provisional Gov- 
ernment declares they have no further in- 
formation, but oro certain they will bo able 
to maintain peace. 

Juat before tho Alameda sailed from 
Honolulu for San Francisco tho Honolulu 
Commercial Adverliaer iasued an extra 
edition containing a dispatch dated Wash- 
ingtou City, Nov, 2, which had been pub- 
lished in ftu Auckland, IN Z paper on No- 
vember 4, received in Honolulu by tho 
Alameda. Thia dispatch stated that Presi- 
dent Cleveland was preparing a message to 
congress adviaing the restoration of tho 
monarchy in Hawaii. Minister Willis, 
upon being shown this dispatch, refused to 
say anything in regard to it. The belief 
secma general in Honolulu that the dispatch 
is unfounded. 

The Hawaiian Star, in an editorial under 
tho caption of " Time for u Response," says : 
It is now over ton months since the Provi- 
sional government of the Hawaiian ialands 
asked tho American government a fair ques- 
tion, and yet there bus been no answer for 
nearly a year and for no obvious cause, and 
the people of these islands have been kept 
In a Stato of constant suspenae, which has 
been, and is yet, detrimental to both buai- 
nesa and immigration. Even tho 
coming of Minister Willis has not 
thrown any light upon the matter of an- 
nexation. We submit that this reticent 
policy on the part of the United Statea has 
been and ia unfair and unjust to the Gov- 
ernment and the people, and e«pec!ally to all 
American interesta in theae ialands— inter- 
eats that have the right to look to Wash- 
ington City for a ready ear and a helpful 
hand. We submit that every day which is 
allowed to pass without the announcement 
of Mr. Cleveland's policy is another day 
which adds to the sense of injury under 
whioh all people of Hawaii are smarting. 
Let us have an end of this busineaa aoon. 
That ia common hope of royalist and an- 
nexationist alike.

The urgent suggestion of the depart- 
ment that the citizens should have recourse 
to vaccination in order that assurance might 
be doubly euro has been heeded to un unex- 
pected extent, nnd the total number of per- 
sons vaccinated during tho past week runs 
up high in the thonaanda. A few casea of 
tho disease now being treated at the peat 
houae are being regarded aa of a sporadic 
character, although a careful inapection ia 
daily made of tho quurtera of the city 
where new cases miubt Ijo likely to develop. 
The epidendc of influenzj, which waR first 
noticed some six weoks ago and received tho 
designation of the " World's Fair grippe," 
seems to bo on tho increase. In many cases 
it uasuines o more serious form, resembling 
closely the grippe of a couple of yeara ago in 
most of its salient features. It is mainly 
attributed by tho phyeiciana to tho abaence 
of frost, and to tho dampness that deprives 
the atmosphere of its bracing and health- 
giving features,

are ia not known and cannot be 
made public until after the Budget 
apeeoh ia delivered at tUu next aetision of 
Parliament, Tho proposed changes in the 
tariff are, for obvious reaBoqs, liept seoret 
until the publio announoement of them ia 
made by tho Finance Minister. So thoae 
Conservatives who arc really loyal to their 
party will Iteep their judgment in auspeuae 
with regard to the Government'a trade 
policy until after the propoaed reviaion of 
the tariff is naade mi published, 

Qrib politlolaus will, of courae, ooudemn 
whatever the Govornmont may do in the 
way of revising the tarilf, by anticipation. 
The Crat article of their creed ia to oppose 
what the Conservativea do ot propose to do, 
whether it be good or bad, right or wrong. 
But Conservatives and reasonable Libcntla 
will wait until it is known what the Govern- 
ment propoae to do with regard to tho 
taril!' before they pronounce upon its trade 
policy. Wo may confidently believe that 
when tho mouldering branchea " are 
lopped from the tariff, the whole Conserva- 
tive party will be well pleaaed, aud that the 
changes will meet tho approval of quite a 
largo proportion of the Liberala. It ia well 
known that all Fjiberal-s are not free traders. 
Some of them believe in protection aa firmly 
as Conservativea do, and we have u atrong 
notion that the revised protective tariCf of 
tho Conservative Government will please 
them much bettor than the free trade tariff 
for revenue only, advooated by Mr. 
Laurior. 



MR. BO WELL'S MISSION. 

The Hon. Mr. Bowell hM been warmly 
welooiaecl ia AuatraUa. Great attention 
has been paid hita, and h« has bees afforded 
every fadility to obtain the information lie 
requires. He is the kind of man who 
makes a good use of every opportunity. 
Before he returns ho will have a fair 
knowledge of the reaourcea of the ditl'eront 
colonies, and will bo able to tell what ad- 
vantages are to be derived from' a more ex- 
tended and a closer Oommercial intercourse 
with them. The Minister of Customs is 
not, we underatand, authorised to make 
trade arrangements with tho Australian 
Coloniea. Hia work ia to inquire and ob- 
serve, and to report to the Government 
the result of hia inquiries and observa- 
tions. The indications at present are that 
Australia and New Zealand oEfer a good 
field for the mercantile and manufacturing 
enterprise of tho Dominion. It reata with 
oir morchanta and nianufacturera chiefly, 
whether the trade with the Antipodes, com- 
menced under such favorable auapices, will 
develop rapidly and become one of the 
sources of Canada's wealth and importance. 
What the Government of tho Doniiilion can 
do to foster auch a trade, it will, wo are 
convinced, do willingly and efl'i ctivoly. But 
it should not bo forgotten that ttio business 
imen mnsb depend chiefly on tbemselves. 
The Government cannot, after all, do a great 
-deal. It is, however, encouraging to knotv 
that what it can it will do. 



THE WINNIPEG ELEOTION. 

The return of Mr. Martin for Winnipeg ia 
proclaimed to bo a victory for the trade 
policy of tho Opposition. It was to be ex- 
pected that this claim would be made, but, 
if all the truth were known, it would, we 
believe, be found that Mr. Martin owes his 
return rather to the stand he took on the 
Bobool question than to hia advocacy of Mr. 
Lanrier's nondescript trado i)Dlioy. Mr. 
Martin is tho chani[)iou of the cause of 
secular schoola in Miinitol).». The Manitoba 
Sohool Act, about which there hua been ao 
much said, ia his handiwork. His advocacy 
of the undenominatipnal sohool ayatem 
and hia opposition to separate schools, 
have gained for him the support of many 
oleetora, who have not hitherto been Liber- 
als, either in principle or practice. Theae 
oleetora voted for the champion of undo- 
noniinalional education, and not for tho 
aupporter of a tariff for revenue only. 

The sohool queation during the campaign 
was, for obvious reasons, kept in the back- 
ground. But it was enough to have Mr. 
Martin as a candidate to make it tho iasuo 
at the election. Tho return of thci Liberal 
candidate for Winnipeg is not, in onr opin- 
ion, an indication that the GoverDniont'a 
trade policy is unpopular in the* cap- 
ital of Manitoba, But it does show 
that the sohool (juesliou is, in that 
province, one of paramount importance, 
and that when it cornea before the people in 
any shape, party tioa and party predileotiona 
laro disregarded. 

We are the more Inclined to take this 
view of the election in Winnipeg, because 
it is premature for Conservatives and those 
who are inclined to Conservatism to pro- 
nounce upon the trade policy of the Gov- 
ernment. All that ia known juat now ia 
that the Government propose to make 
ohaoges in jbbe^tariff. Xlie principle of pro- 
tection is noil to be abandoned, but duties 
that have been found to bo burdensome and 
unfair are to bo either lowered or 
taken off altogether. What these duties

The proposed United Statca ikieoino tux ia 
to be two per cent, on nil iucomea above 
§3,000 or §3,r)00 a year. Tho prospect of 
having to pay an income tax ia not pleasing 
to many of our Atnerican neighbors. Tho 
Seattle Post-Intelligfincer says: '"The 
average Southern voter would bo pleased to 
aee Northern men of euterpriao and wealth 
aweuted to pay the tiixea ; the I'opuliala 
would like an income tax, for they declared 
in favor of its impoaition in their national 
platform last year. The income tax was a war 
tax and was unpopular; it was deemed in- 
quisitional and obnoxious. It ia in lino 
with the Populist theory that rich men are 
robbers and that private wealth is a public 
calamity." 

In the Eastern States an income tax which 
ia the complement of a tariff for revenue, ia 
aa unpopular as it is on the Pacific Coast. 
Tho Philadelphia Ledger says: "An in- 
come tax levied only upon a single claea and 
that class largely distinguished for ita 
achievements in building up tho wealth, 
power and dignity of the nation, and eapeoi' 
ally for providing incomes to tho millions to 
whom it gives employment, is 
tax which only the most forbidding spirit of 
aooialism can defend in a country like this, 
tho government of which ia of all the peo 
pie, by all the people and for all ttio peo 
pie." 

The Democrats will find that framing a 
system of taxation on a tariff for revenue 
basis ia not auch easy or such pleasant work 
as a number of enthuaiaatic free-trade poli- 
ticians thought it would be a iow montha 
ago. With all protective duties taken off 
and a burdensome and vexatious income tax 
put on, the tariff for revenue will hardly be 
palatable to the people of the United States.

ViaOROUS GRITIGISM. 

The San Franciaco Argonaut takes a com- 
mon aenae view of Mr. Gresham'a report re- 
lating- to the Hawaiian revolution. It, 

from tho first, denounced the proceedings of 
Consul Stevens as inconsistent with tiuo 
repn))licani8m, and it scouted the idea of 
annexing Hawaii to the United States bo- 
cause a few ambitious men, without any re- 
ference to the people at all, had, with the 
aid of a not very scrupulous American mia- 
iater, effected what they called a revolution. 
The Argonaut haa not changed ita mind 
with roapeot to tho nature of the Honolulu 
conspiracy. Its comments on Secretary 
Gresham's report are sensible and refreshing- 
ly candid, This is part of what it aaya :— 

Secretary Gresham's report to the Presi- 
dent on the Hawaiian affair takes the 
ground which intelligent Americana took 
when the newa of the so-called revolution 
firat arrived. The " revolution " was nothing 
but an ertveiUe hatched by certain specula- 
tive foreigners. It chanced that the United 
States Minister at tho time, Mr. Slovens, was 
an ignorant person who became a tool of tho 
conspirators, and that the captain of the 
only United Status vessel on the atation, u 
gallant but not very clear-headed sailor, 
binco dead, allowed hiiinelf to be de- 
luded into giving Ihein tho support 
of hia marines. In order to cover up their 
real deaigna, tho conspirators allccted to bo 
eai;er for the annexation of tho islands to 
the United Stales. There must have been 
some among them who knew enough of 
American history and American policy to 
feel certain that annexation was utterly im- 
practicable. Hut thoy formed wliat they 
called a " Provisional Government," in true 
revolutionary style, and sent three or four 
Rentlonion to this country to oll'cr tho 
ljuitod States a piece of property which 
they did not poeaeaa. 

Thoy would have been overwhelmed un- 
der an avalanche of ridicule and derision 
had not this Govornmont seen fit to recog- 
nize them, and had not the survivors of tho 
ancient filibusters set up a roar about carry- 
ing the fiag into foreign ports. Those inci- 
dents , caused them to be more seriously 
viewed than thoy deserved. But a moment's 
reflection satisfied intelligent man that the 
Provisiousl Guverumont hud no warrant for 
its existence; that its members did not repre- 
sent the people of Hawaii, but were a mere 
knot of speculators ; that ic was a 
piece of gross impudence on the part 
of the pilgrims from the islands to claim to 
represent any ono but themselvos. Even if 
all these thinga had been different; If tho 
people of Hawaii had taken a plebiacita and, 
by a largo preponderance of votes, had 
Bought for admisaion to tho Union, and had 
sent an embassy, duly choaen iind empower- 
ed, to lay their request 'neforo tlio President 
and Congreae, it ia aa certain as anything in 
the future can bo that the appeal would have 
been rejected. 

The Argonaut somewhat Inoonaistcntly,

WOKKING UP THE PAIR. 

Visit of the Commissioner to Victoria— As 
aurcd of iin Exhibit. 

Major Craigio Sharp, jr., the commis- 
aiouer-at-largo tor tho Pacific Coaat, viaitod 
Victoria yesterday in tho interest of the 
California Midwinter International Kxpoai 
lion. Major .Sharp is an euthusiaal, and 
having been one ot the origmatora of the 
fidr project, ia proud of tho aucceaa met with 
80 far and a convincing advocate in ita 
bohalf. Hu sent to thu Board of Trade a 
uotioo that ho was coming to Victoria and 
wished to address a publio mooting, but this 
noticQ arrived too late to be generally heard 
of, and oonatqucntly there wore only a few 
people at his meeting, which waa lield last 
evening in the Board of 'Trade building. 
Mr. T. B, Hall occupied tho uhair. 

Having distribated pictures of tho fair 
grounds and acme descriptive literature, 
Major Sharp gave a very intoroatiug ad- 
droaa, dwelling upon tho advantage whioh 
15ritiah Columliia would derive from partici- 
pation. He uxpreaaed regrot; that the Gov- 
ernment hud decided against tending tlio 
mineral exhibit now at Chicago to San 
Francisco, because ho thought that not only 
would it have proved interesting to visitors, 
but it would advertise the mines of the 
Province to the moneyed men of the East 
and elsewhere and help to attract tho cap- 
ital needed for their development. He ad- 
vised the erection of a building by 
British Columbia where the exhibits 
being all together would be soon 
to better advantage. If $5,000 or $10,000 
wore expended on the fair it would bo 
cheap udvertiaing for the Province. He 
thought it would be epecially advantageous 
to sond samples of lumber, of coal, of gold 
and ailvcr ores, and of canned fish, in all of 
whioh British Columbia could compote with 
all comers. Ho asked thu meeting to ro- 
inombor that the fair was to open on the lat 
of January, and that all tho exliibita ahould 
be in placo by then. 

Dr. Milne, M.P. P., moved a vote of 
thauka to Mujor Sharp for his addresa. Ho 
felt that Victoria would benefit a great deal 
from tho fair, from tho viaitora who would 
Hto[i olT here on the way, aa well as othor- 
u'isc, and he hoped some action would be 
taken. 

Tho Chairman, in tendering tho voto of 
thanks, assured Mujor Sharp that tho aub- 
joct would not bo lost sight of, and that an 
exhibit would be sent down, whether or not 
the Governniunt look uclion. 

The commiaaiouor loft for Vancouver thia 
morning, and will bold a meeting there to- 
night.

PEOBABIiB STRIKE. 

The Railroad Coal Miners of the I'lttsburg 
District Likely to Quit Work-Cause, 
Reduced Wages. 

PiTrsDURo, Nov. 24.— Tho strike of the 
railroad coal miners of two years ago is 
liUely to bo repeated. Several hundred 
men are out now, and, unless the district 
convention called for next Wednesday in 
this city orders otherwise, they will stoy 
out. Work will cease in dozens of 
mines to-morrow, and the number 
of idle men will reach nearly 1,000. 
No more work will bo done at any of tho 
mines until after the convention. The 
operators have been notified by tho mine 
owners that, coinmencing to-morrow, tho 
price of mining will bo GO cents a ton, a re- 
duction of nineteen cents. Tho uorkmeu 
regard this out aa exceaaive, aa there has 
been no change in the selling price of coal. 
Tho convention will decide upon tho price 
to be maintained throughout Pittsburg dis- 
trict by a strike if necessary.

The Samoan 
Herald atalei thut a ayndicato has 
been organized in Aujitrahii, with Sir 
Robert Stout at its head, whose intention 
ia to purohaBo the plantationa and other 
property of the UeutMfaen Haudela and 
Plantagena GeaellBche"iu Samoa. \ Re- 
garding the proposed purchaae the Herald 
saya : "It will be in tho recollection of 
many that. Icsa tliun 10 years ugo a Bale to 
tho New Zealand Government was on the 
eve of buinj,' completed, but waa frustrated 
by tho late Theodore Weber promiaiug the 
company to demand a sum enoniioualy in 
exceaa of the amount oCferod by New Zea- 
land, and arouaing the feelinga of interna- 
tional jealousy, by stating that tho pro- 
posed purohuao was of a iiolitical nature, 
the ulterior objuct In view being the an- 
nexation of tho lalanda to New ilealand. 

" Probably the shareholders have more 
than oiico since then bitterly regretted that 
the Now ZdaUuders' offer waa not accepted, 
for tho balance aheeta of tho company year 
after year have shown a heavy loea. Should 
the preeent rumor bo well founded, and the 
aale actually take place, the event will be of 
the very greatest, importance to Samoa. The 
eatato of tho Germuu firm practically con- 
atitutea the entire German interest in the 
country. Tho enormous capital which has 
been expended in tho acquisition and de- 
velopment of that estate and been oarried 
on by Goddefrol and his suoooasors, really 
entitled German to claim a preponderating 
influence in the islands.

HUMTINtt IN THE ROCKIES. 

;A Former Resident of Tacoma Q&e of Lord 
Somerset's "Gampftgnans de 
YoyBge." 

Tacoma, Hov. 24. — Robert Ramsey, a 
former resident of Tucoma, wna with Lord 
Somorael'd liun'iag purty in the Cunudian 
Rocky iiiountain3 this summer. Somerset 
has returned to England and will write i\ 
book. Ramsay, who is now in Taoomti, 
aays s — 

"We Bufiered great hardships while living 

on horacfleah. After being driven to the 
starvation i)nint wo killed one of our lioraea 
»nd loaated the meat before the lire. It 
didn't taste so bad, under the circumatanceH. 
During twelve days wo had horstlKali 
straight and nothing else, and covered a 
couple of hundred miles, liy that time the 
horBeiiieat was all gone, and wo had to de- 
cide upon killing a dog. Wo didn't dare 
kill another horse, as wu needed it. U e 
were about to kill the dog when we discov- 
ered one of the Hudson Bay posts, Fort 
McLeod, and our hardships ended." 

The purty eonaiated of Lord Soinorset, 
Mr. Arthur llungerford Pollen, ot lOssc'c 
Court Temple, London ; Captain Round, of 
the Hudson Bay Comp.iny ; Dr. Dudley, of 
Chicago, and Robert Kamaoy, in addition to 
a party ol five Indian guides. 

The Canadian Paoiflc railway was left at 
Edmonton. Then the purty travelled 1200 
miles north to Athabasca landing, up the 
Little Slave river to Lesser Slave lake, and 
through other Hudson Bay po^ts, McDonald 
Peace landing, Dunragan, to Pouco prairie, 
where they entered the Rookies at about 05 
degrees north, and crossed via Pino 
river pass. On entering the pass the 
Indians turned mutinous because the 
flour ucd provisions were running short. 
They were forced into accompanying the 
purty, but were sullen and dissatisfied. Fi- 
nally provisions were reduced to tea and 
tobacco. Then came existence on horse- 
flesh. After leaving McLeod, the party 
went on to Stewart's lake and took canoes 
down Quesnello river, the stage coaches the 
balance of the trip, to Ashcroft, on the Can- 
adian Pacific railway. Somerset met his 
mother. Lady Somerset, ut Chicago, and 
she thought his living on horseflesh a great 
joke. Two grii'.zly bears and five black 
ones were killed, besides an abundance of 
smaller game. The party were out five and 
a half months. 



BRADSTREET'S TRADE REPORT. 

-Canadian Cattle Exporters Had iin Unproflt' 
able Senson— Business tJenerally Dull. 

Nl^NV York, Nov. 24 — Bradstreet'a to- 
morrow will siiy : Bradstreet's eatimute of 
domestic wheat available for export during 
the remaining mouths of the cereal year in- 
dicates that two million bushels of wheat 
will prove available for export weekly, if 
needed, notwithstanding our having e.xport- 
ed more than 80,000,000 bushels to the 
middle of November. The exports of wheat 
and flour as wheat, both coasts, this week 
aggregate 2,274,000 bushels. Contrasted 
with 2,645,000 last week, 3,465,000 bushels 
in the third week in Novembsr last ye»r, 
and 4,082,000 bushels in the week of 1891. 
Navigation has closed at Moatreal and will 
soon close at Buffalo. Montreal reports 
that the Canadian cattle exporters have 
had an unprofitable season. Grain ex- 
ports at that port this season are 16 per 
cent, heavier than last year. Business is 
dull and the holiday trade is not promising. 
At Toronto, as elsewhere in the Dominion, 
the business week has been broken into by 
Thioks^iviug Day, and orders are small. 
Wheat is low in price and has been moving 
forward a littli: more freely. At Halifax 
colder weather has stimulated the demand 
for rirj-goods and clothing. The bank 
clearings ab Ilrtniilton, Toronto, Montreal 
and Halifax aggregate §15,080,000, 20 per 
cent, less than last week bat 33 per cent, 
less than a year ago.

SPOKA.NE EXCITED. 

Great Agllatlon Over the Water Works Suit 
-Oiieratlons to Coutlune TJubludered. 

Si'OKANE, Nov. 23.— Never has Spokane 
seen such a sight as to-day. In all the long 

history of tho water works agitation the tx- 
citeu'.ont haa never before risen to such fever 
heat. All morning au array of rough dress- 
ed men faced ihe cold and snow and match- 
ed from one outdoor meeting to another, 
without a tlioiit;ht of dispersing. All morn 
iiig they enught tho men u-hoin they believed 
to be respoiibihle for tho injiinolieu. There 
were Immheds (,f laboring itiun, and they 
were (Jcterinir.ed tha, the water works, 
which had twice been voted by a vote of four 
to one shmilil be biiilt. This morning 
iioveral humlro 1 moii iiitt at the court house 
to hear the iujiinotion buit. They proposed 
to meet tho owners ol ttiu Spokane Water 
Power Company and demand that the suit 
bu withdrawn and tho work allowed to go 
on or let them take the conBtquencca. 
When Judge Moore took his seat ho an- 
nounced that the ciao had been postponed. 
The crowd filed out and held a meeting in 
tho otoriTi. A comniitteo of thirteen was ap- 
pointed to find A L. DiviaWho brought suit. 
A. M. Cannon, President Waterworks Co., 
S. Oppenheiiuer, Secretary. Tlie ounimittee 
started and tho crowd foliowod. They first 
stopped at tho Review building. Speakers 
mounted the steps, and while the crowd 
circled around, tho promoters of suit were 
called murderers aud traitors. They were 
advised by cooler heads not to destroy any 
property, und onei of the speokers proposed 
a groan for the death of the paper, which 
was given by hundreds of throats so that it 
ro-ooho«d through the streets. To the great 
relief of chose in the building, the cro»-d 
started for A. M. Cannon's bauk, and Mr. 
Cannon was sent for. He insisted that he 
had nothing to do with the suit, and said^he 
would stand by the laboring men. Someone 
whispered that A. L. Davis who had brought 
tho suit was leaving town. The committee 
rushed to the Union depot and found Davis 
on board for Wallo Walla. They brought 
him back and he agreed to withdraw 
the suit. Tho largo crowd then dispersed 
and agreed that all should be quiet if tho 
commissioners will go on with the works. If 
this is not promised more trouble is ex- 
pected. The laboring men consider it a 
great victory. 



STOCKS IN NEW YORK. 

The Glut In Money Produces a Better Condi- 
tion of Things on Change. 

Nkw Yohk, Nov. 21 — Tho glut of money, 
the increased demand for firat-clasa railway 
bonds, a reduction in sterling exchange, and 
the purchases of stocks for London account 
produced a better condition of affairs at thfi 
Stock Exchange to-dny. Somo of the 
shrewdest manipulators on J;Jie street dis- 
covered early in tho week that tho market 
had been heavily over sold, and that a 
latent short interest existed that could be 
forced to cover. Another contingent of 
operators were advising caution because of 
tho tarill revision and the lack of knowledge 
as to the result of the deliberating of the 
Ways and Means oemmittee. The chronic 
"bears" were adding to their burdens, 
while the " bulla " were gradually 
getting in a position to bring up 
prices sharply. This happened to- 
day, and the " shorts " were badly 
punished. There is extraordinary ease in 
money and already investors are putting 
their surplus funds into gilt edge bonus. As 
tho supply is limited buyers are forced to 
pick up the aenond grade of inorigages, 
which are reasonably sure of paying their 
iutcreat charj^ea. Ai a rule stoolts opened 
higher. SubHi(|uently American sugar fell 
1 i to 'j;!',' and Uei:eral Klectric I] to ,'!,'!!. 
Sugar was heavy on atateiiienta from Wusli- 
iugton that tho Waya and M.-nus committee 
would recommond certain revision in the 
tariff which would ali'ect tho cirryiug 
capacity of the concern. Ceneral Klectric 
we,il;ened ou a rumor via Boston that tho 
conipuny would pasb mro the hunda of re- 
ceivers, 'ihis waa promptly and eniijliali- 
cally domed by President Coflin. ihe gen- 
oral market was strong from start to 
finish. Weatoru Union moved up to 
90A and the atook was strengthened 
by an unfounded report that tho company 
had obtained control of the Postal Tele- 
graph Co. Closing bids : ^Vtjhison, 'JOl ;

Kdniund Guerin, who eays he ia a Mon- 
treal barrister, and Francis K Devlin, both 
of whom claim to bo friends of Admiral 
Mello, are making clTorts to havo tho do- 
pirturo of the New Brazilian cruiser Amer- 
ica from this port stopped. They made ap- 
plication to District-Attorney Mitchell to 
assist them in holding tho ship, but he de- 
clined to do 80, They peraistod that tho 
neutrality laws wore being violated by tho 
fitting of Buoh ships as tho Nictheroy, Am- 
erica and Destroyer. They addrcaaed a 
deapatch to President Cleveland yesterday 
on behalf of Admiral Mello and tho insur- 
Heat party ef the republic of Brazil, pro- 
testing against such open violations of the 
neutrality laws. 

Washington, D.C., Nov. 2-4. — No action 
has been taken by the president on the ap- 
plication of Messrs, Uueria and Devlin, 
acting in Admiral Mello's interest, to have 
tho govcromcut stop further reoruitinK in 
this country for the Brazilian navy. lb is 
difficult to see how the government can 
take any action in the matter as it now 
stands.

Dkau Sik, — Poor Lunibj' waa buried yes- 
terday. I was to have been one of his pull- 
bearers; but unfortunately, aince Sunday, 
r have been coulined to my room through 
aloknesa. I am glad to siiy, however, that 
I «ni improving, and hope to bo out by the 
end of thia week or tho beginning of next, 
[ had 10 take to iny room the aaiiio day 
that Mr. Lumby died, and tho very 
next, day the applioationa came pouring in 
on the goverumeiil by llioae ueeking to Gil 
his ollice, and somo of them came out on 
Monday to solicit my Influence for the posi- 
tion, I at once took the stand, and so in- 
formed all of them, tliat it would bo liighly 
utijuBt to induct any stranger into the 
position; that the matter ought to ho set- 
tled in right of promotion; that! understood 
there waa a very trustworthy subordiuato in 
Mr. Lumby's office who was thoroughly up 
to tho work, and whose claima it would be 
wrong in the oxtremo to ignore in favor of a 
stranger to tho publio service. I caused 
official letters to be sent to all the candi- 
dates who sent their applications to me to 
tho same effect, and I was glad in the ex 
treiiio yosterdoy (Wednesday) to receive a 
note from Mr, Vernon announcing that a 
petition had been largely signed asking for 
tho appointment of Mr. Norria to the poai- 
tion, and in hia note to me Mr. Vernon took 
atrong grounds in favor of llio appoint- 
ment recommended by tho petition.

SPOKANE ALARMED. 

Electing of Citizens Called (o Ensare Law 
and Order-WorklDsmen 
Protest. 

Seattlk, Nov, A Spokane Bpeci.tl to 
tho Telegraph says: Further trouble over 
tho labor situation ia browing, broDght 
about by a secret meeting of tho Law and 
Order league this afternoon. At 2 o'clock u 
largo crowd, including miiny leading men 
and agitators were present at tlie 
hall. Hon, tico. Turner, candidate 
U. S. Senate, called tlio meeting 
to order. In his apeeoh ho strongly con- 
demned demonstratioiiB of working-men, 
and continuing, said, "A mob ueaemblcd 
in tho superior court room to overawe tho 
Judiciary and iutiniidato the counsel. This 

ob had gathered at the Review build 
ing and made tho inmatea be- 
lieve that violouco waa intended 
A mob had paraded the streets and epeeohea 
threatening death and destruction had been 
made," He then aaid, "Now I want every 
anarchist to get out of this room," but no 
one moved. By this time the hall waa 
packed and others wrere constantly 
arriving. A committee oC fifteen 
was appointed to remove objeotionable 
persons, and about fifty were fired 
out, but othera immediately took their 
places. A committee of fifteen was ap- 
pointed to see that the city waa protected 
to-night. The workingmen held a stormy 
meeting to-night to protest against the 
uttcrancea made against tbem at the law 
and order meeting. 

BIG BILLIARDS. 

Ives JlBkes Some High ScoreB and Beats 
All Previous Records for Average 
Scoring. 

CnioAoo, Nov. 24. — Frank 0. Ives 

clinched the championship businoes in tho 
billiard lino to-night at Central Mueic hall. 
He broke tho high run record of 'M'.i, made 
by Schaefer on Tueeday night, scoring in a 
single play 456 points.
